'PI ill I tills may possibly be (lie best 
plan for verv dry, Iiul 1 1 soil, I am not 
prepared to dispute, but that niape 
vines will not thrive nnless planled ni 
t Ins way. I do most einpliat ieall\ deny. 
It t his were I rne it wonldl nt oil .him 
deeds and thousands ot acres of good 
land on which I hope to see or hear of 
hundreds of thrift v and profitable 
\bayards. 

My Hint tpape vines were set in 
.March, I Hts |. on undraiiied llat - woods 
land, where t |h- water was never more 
llinntwoor three feet below the'siir- 
file.i, and in t he rainy season I he water 
came up to t lie surface a ml oft 1*11 stood 
on top of•f’lie siiff'for hours at rr+itric 

The land was not drained lor two 
years,and is not now drained for more 
than a foot deep. Yet these vines are 
still i$row iitu viyoroirsly, and at this 
t ime are luddini' a (good crop of nearlj 
j>rown fruit. From one Delaware I 
have picked .‘ill hunches of ureenurnpes 
t Ins season, and I here are si ill on the 
vine considerably over lott hunches, 
more l Inin a v inc of its -aye should be 
■allowed to ripen. . . 

If these vines had I.. set two feel 

deep the roots 'would have been in a 
line, while ipiieksand. entirely desti¬ 
tute of any elements t hat would sup 
port v end at ion. 

The now' famous .Niagara Villa, v ine 
yards near Oil, undo are planted on 
ilat-woods land, and tin' v ij>or of 
m ; ovv t ll of t lie vines, when I visited l lie 
place last .luue, was all t hat could be 
desired. * ‘ . .. 

My ad v ieeyv ould bc.il you ha ve verv 
hit'll, dry soil where the water never 
comes wit hill several feet ot the sur¬ 
face. then you may try deep plant ini'. 
It. on t heeout vary, your land isuiois!.. 
and in the rainy season wet. do not 
on that account hesitate to set out 
taupe vines. I train your land as well 
as you can and then plant your vines, 
set t ini' l hem no deeper I linn von w mild
